It  is  6.30  am  any  morning  at 
Tattersall’s  Club. 

And  here  they  arrive  —  about  ten 
of  them. 

Ready  to  set  the  day  moving  as 
they  have  for  years  past. 

And  amongst  their  number  is 
Hudson  Faussett. 

In  the  hot-room  at  6.40  am  -  a 
scan  of  the  morning  papers  followed 
by  a  “chin  wag”  with  his  fellow  fitness 
devotees  about  the  political  front  —  a 
shower  —  steam-room  —  and  then  into 
the  pool  for  20  breast-stroke  laps  — 
thence  to  the  office. 

See  you  same  place,  same  time, 
tomorrow,  Hudson! 

Now,  Hudson  has  already  travelled 
from  his  home  at  Killarney  Heights. 

He  left  his  lovely  wife,  Anne,  to  do 
the  early  daily  chores. 

From  the  office  Hudson  drives  to 
the  Royal  Motor  Yacht  Club  where  he 
has  been  the  Honorary  Social  Secre¬ 
tary  for  the  past  seven  years  —  the  first 
American  in  the  post. 

There  he  assists  in  the  entertain¬ 
ment  of  some  72  Tattersall’s 
colleagues  —  particularly  at  the  Friday 
Night  Dinner  Dances  where  he  has 
served  as  Compere  for  the  past  eight 
years. 

Putting  “Quo  Vadis”  in  reverse, 
“Whither  comest  thou,  Hudson?” 

He  was  born  in  Trenton,  Capital  of 
New  Jersey,  some  50  miles  from  New 
York  City,  U.S.A. 

From  1919  to  1921  Hudson  was  a 
member  of  the  famous  Grace  Church 
Choir  School  (New  York).  The  choir 
consisted  of  23  boys  selected  on  a 
competitive  basis  from  all  over  the 
United  States. 

There  is  no  humbug  about  Hudson. 

“My  father  died  when  I  was  five 
years  old.  Badly  invested  capital  left  us 
with  nothing.  But  I  was  intent  on 
having  a  good  education.  I  worked  my 
way  through  High  School  as  a  page 
boy  in  the  Trenton  Public  Library  and 
then  when  I  went  to  Washington  and 
Lee  University  in  Virginia  I  worked  at 
odd  jobs  —  selling  sandwiches  and  soft 
drinks,  cleaned  out  furnaces  and 
tutored  to  pay  for  my  expenses  and 
tuition”. 

While  there  he  played  gridiron 
football.  To  the  uninitiated,  including 
ourselves,  he  said  that  the  team 
comprised  of  eleven  players,  —  a  full 


back,  two  half-backs,  a  quarter-back, 
two  guards,  two  tackles,  two  ends,  and 
a  centre. 

Hudson  studied  law  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  but  the  smell  of  the  grease 
paint  in  the  Dramatic  Society  took 
over  and  he  left  for  a  stage  career. 

His  first  professional  theatre 
engagement  was  with  the  Trent 
Theatre  Stock  Company  in  Trenton  at 
the  end  of  1925.  It  was  for  25  weeks 
with  Spencer  Tracy  as  leading  man. 

For  the  next  six  years  Hudson 
played  in  theatre  stock  companies  all 


through  the  Eastern  States.  All  in  all 
he  acted  in  over  300  plays. 

During  the  depression  in  the 
thirties  he  left  the  theatre  and  worked 
as  credit  representative  for  General 
Motors  Acceptance  Corporation  and 
spent  his  spare  time  chasing  and 
repossessing  bootlegger  cars. 

In  1934  Hudson  founded  the 
Monmouth  Community  Players  in 
Spring  Lake,  New  Jersey  and  became 
their  General  Director. 

In  1936  Hudson  produced,  directed 
and  acted  in  a  play  “The  Trial  of  Mary 
Dugan”.  The  Governor  of  New  Jersey 
(Harold  G.  Hoffman)  saw  his  per¬ 
formance  and  was  responsible  for 
sending  him  to  Hollywood  for  a  screen 
test. 

“I  went  to  Hollywood  and  made  my 
debut  with  Cary  Grant  in  the  film 
THE  TOAST  OF  NEW  YORK.  But 
the  world  didn’t  appreciate  me  — 
because  they  never  saw  me.  I  was  one 
of  the  faces  left  on  the  cutting  room 
floor.” 

After  four  more  films  with  Lee 
Tracy,  Edward  Everett  Horton,  Arthur 
Treacher  and  Kay  Francis,  Hudson 


decided  to  try  Broadway  as  an  actor. 

While  in  Hollywood  Hudson 
worked  on  and  did  the  narrations  for 
several  Documentaries  in  various 
countries.  One  on  “Jai  Ali”  in  Mexico 
—  one  called  “Cafe  Con  Leche”  in 
San  Jose,  Costa  Rica  and  one  on  the 
World’s  Fair  in  San  Francisco. 

Back  in  New  York,  war  broke  out, 
and  Hudson  had  to  make  a  decision  or 
be  drafted  into  the  army.  He  enlisted 
in  the  Navy. 

He  spent  four  years  with  the 
United  States  Navy  and  there  are 
flattering  letters  in  Hudson’s  files 
about  Yeoman  (First  Class)  Faussett. 

During  World  War  II  Hudson 
produced  and  directed  several  plays 
and  revues  at  Naval  Stations  and  Army 
Barracks. 

It  was  interesting  to  note  that 
Hudson’s  book  of  credentials,  records 
and  clippings,  opens  with  a  certificate 
issued  in  1917  to  show  that  young 
Hudson  had  won  first  honours  as 
“Junior  Four  Minute  Speaker”  for 
war  Saving  Stamps.  (By  authority  of 
the  Government  of  the  United  States 
of  America). 

There  are  also  letters  of 
appreciation  for  his  services  to  the  Red 
Cross,  Heart  Association  and  Boy 
Scouts. 

War  over,  Hudson  directed  two 
Broadway  Shows  and  became  a  Collie 
(Director)  in  the  Lambs  Club  in  New 
York. 

He  also  produced  and  directed  for 
several  years  the  Annual  Show  for  the 
Society  of  Illustrators  and  the 
National  Cartoonist  Society.  He  is  one 
of  the  six  honorary  members  of  the 
National  Cartoonists  Society  of  which 
the  late  US  President  Harry  Truman 
was  an  Honorary  Member. 

1946-1950  Hudson  was  Director 
of  the  Famous  Newport  (Rhode 
Island)  Summer  Theatre. 

In  1950  Hudson  became  a 
Producer/Director  with  the  National 
Broadcasting  Company,  New  York. 
He  produced  208  dramatic  shows  for 
the  Armstrong  Circle  Television 
Theatre. 

He  was  TV  Director  of  the  first  live 
colour  television  show  link-up  between 
New  York  and  Los  Angeles  with  his 
production  of  “Macbeth”  starring 
Maurice  Evans  and  Dame  Judith 
Anderson.
